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SCHOOL RHPORT. 


DESTRICT, Novel: 


William O. Gordon, prudential committee. Miss Ad- 
da Lake of Deerfield, taught the summer and fall terms. 
Miss Lake has had a large experience in teaching. She ~ 
lacked that enthusiasm which was noticeable in some of 
our less experienced teachers. The scholars made fair 
. progress. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Claral. Bickford 
of Concord. Miss Bickford is one of our best teachers 
and will prove herself as such wherever she may teach. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


A. I. Pollard, prudential committee. Miss A. Min- 
nie Campbell of Manchester taught the summer term. 
Miss Campbell is a good teacher. She worked for the 
good of her scholars, and together they accomplished a 
good work. We hope Miss Campbell may be known in 
our schools in town in future.

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Miss Julia E. Currier of Deerfield was the teacher 
during the fall term. Miss Currier labored hard to ac- 
complish but little. ‘She failed in discipline, and when 
this is said we know the school could not have been a 
success. 

The winter term is still in progress ; teacher, Miss O]- 
ive Rowe of Manchester. Miss Rowe is laboring hard 
and is accomplishing a good work. She is mistress in 
the school room. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


Dana Rowe prudential committee. The school in this 
district was divided into two terms, summer and fall. 
Miss Addie C. Prescott of this town taught both terms, 
which speaks well for the teacher.’ An important feat- 
ure in Miss Prescott’s teaching was giving her pupils 
rest from their regular work by either reading or recit- 
ing some historical narrative, so that at the close of each 
term her pupils bore a good examination in history, as 
well as in their regular studies. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Daniel S. Dutton, prudential committee. In this dis- 
trict the school is divided into two departments, primary 
and grammar. Miss Jennie B. Abbott of Concord has 
been teacher during the entire year in the primary de- 
partment. Miss Abbott is firm yet possessed of a rare 
degree of patience. She is a very superior teacher. It 
would be very difficult to find another that could con- 
duct this school as well as the present teacher. 

The grammar department has been under the care and 
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instruction of Miss M. C. Davis of Pembroke for the en- 
tire year. Miss Davis has had a large experience in teach- 
ing and stands as No. 1 among the teachers of this state.

DISTRICT No. 5. 


Harrison Mitchell, prudential committee. Miss Lu- 
thera Wheeler of Bow taught in this district during the 
entire year, consisting of two terms. Miss Wheeler 
gave entire satisfaction and properly ranks among first 
class teachers. Both examinations gave evidence that a 
good work had been accomplished. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


Frank P. Poor, prudential committee. Miss Minnie 
O. Norris of Pittsfield taught both summer and _ fall 
terms. We were in some doubt as to Miss Norris’ qual- 
ifications when we allowed her to begin her work, but 
she proved herself equal to the work before her. The schol- 
ars made good progress and at the final examination ac- 
quitted themselves creditably. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Jesse Cate, prudential committee. Miss Jennie R. 
Way of this town taught both summer and fall terms, 
which shows that the district were pleased with her 
work. Miss Way is a good disciplinarian, she confined 
herself very closely to the text books, but more experi- 
ence will help her to depend upon herself more, and thus — 
make a recitation more interesting. The examinations 


were very satisfactory. 
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REMARKS. 


Generally speaking the schools in town are ina good 
condition. We would congratulate the prudential com- 
mittee of the several districts on their success in procur- 
ing in the main, so good teachers. 

A prudential committee cannot use too much caution 
in selecting a teacher. One important point should be te 
secure a teacher that can be retained for the year if pos- 
sible. A great hindrance in one school has been that 
three different teachers have been employed. A very 
true saying this: ‘It takes half a term to learn the ways | 
of a teacher ;” thus three halves have been abot in get- 
ting acquainted. 

We would suggest that each district look after the fur- 
aiture of their.school room. It is not sufficient that there 
be desks and benches, but each school room should have 
a dictionary, globe, outline maps and a good quantity of 
black-board. District No. 4 has during the past year 
added by subscription two good globes to their school 
room. We would recommend that other districts in 
town should do the same.
